Indianapolis, Oct. 3.— At the conserv­ 
ation congress a striking address 
o d 
the “Conservation of the Human R ace” 
was made by Dr. John N. Hurly of 
Indianapolis, president of the Ameri­ 
can Public Health association. 
He 
said: 
“High authority says we, are only 
50 per cent efficient; that we live out 
less than one-half the natural duration 
of life; 
that we consum e twice a9 
much food as is needed to maintain 
efficient life; that we waste as much 
as we use, and that one-half of all hu­ 
man beings born either die 
before 
reaching maturity or fall into the de­ 
fective, 
delinquent 
or 
dependent 
classes. 
“In these facts we find reasons why 
we waste the major portion of all our 
resources, and call it developm ent. In 
these facts we find reasons for the ex­ 
istence of robber taxation and preda­ 
tory business. 
“For. a people who wraste 
them ­ 
selves, will, of course, w aste their nat­ 
ural resources. 
Therefore, the first, 
the most important, the fundamental 
conservation, is the conservation cf 
human efficiency. 
“A people who cannot be brought to 
a realization of the fact that they lead 
only half lives and, who realizing, will 
not mend, will show' the nations to 
com e what fools the present mortals 
w ere.’’ 
Most people do not know how', or 
will not. conserve their vitality, Dr. 
Hurty said, and this results in the 
shortening of life. 
Our vital statistics 
show, he said, that fully 100,000 people 
In Indiana are sick at all tim es, and 
25,000 of them are consum ptive. 
He 
said that not less than half of this Is 
preventable, and three-fourths may be 
prevented by strong effort. 


Patent Medicines Denounced. 


Dr. Hurty denounced the Indiscrim­ 
inate use of patent m edicines, and 
said: 
“At present we are in the pat­ 
ent m edicine stage of ignorance from 
which we must em erge before real 
conservation of human life and energy 
can be realized.” 
Sc hool hygiene is an important force 
in conserving human vitality, Dr. Hur* 
tv said, and he referred to the advanc­ 
ed step Indiana had taken in passing 
a 
law 
ordaining 
that 
schoolhouses 
shall be built in a sanitary manner. 
There is a w orldw ide m ovem ent to 
save children and make them strong, 
he said, and quoted a remark by a 
Japanese physician visiting Indiana, 
who said: 
“We have relatively fewer 
short graves in our cem eteries." 
“May Gcd hasten the business men 
to permit hygiene to banish those twin 
leprosies which are im portant factors 
In the causation of insanity, crime ana 
pauperism 
and 
which 
so 
fearfully 
wreck the lives of so m any innocent 
women and children as well as wreck 
the lives of the guilty,” he exclaim ed. 


The Science of Living. 


W e m ust learn the science of living, 
Dr. Hurty said, and “the science of 
living begins at the m outh.’’ 
All 
drugs, 
poisons 
and 
improper 
foods should be kept away from the 
mouth, Dr. Hurty advised. 
He said 
that over fatigue is another elem ent 
which causes great loss of human vi­ 
tality and w eakens the body so that it 
is attacked by diseases. 
The question of heredity should be 
more thoroughly studied, he said, and 
the production of the hereditary in­ 
sane and idiotic should be prevented. 
“Indiana now has five great insane 
asylum s, each representing about on© 
m illion dollars, and there ar© enough 
Insane in the jails, poorhouses and In 
hom es to fill another one.” he said. 
The population of Indiana increas©d 
16 per cent in the last decade and in­ 
sanity 
incr~a<*ed 
29 
per 
cent, 
the 
speaker declared. 
In closing Dr. Hur­ 
ty said: 
“V c trust lo )k to hygiene, the sci­ 
ence 
* * !-* aith, to conserve human vi­ 
tality. 
The trrm includes every nec­ 
essary for :e to 1 revent disease, to In­ 
crease strength and endurance, and to 
pre vert the 
reduction of the unfit. 
“The p' rdf rout

“When, through hygiene, defectives,

w ill disappear before temperance and

GEORGE R. SHELDON 


Treasurer of Republican Committee

Washington, Oct. 3.—That $100,000 
of Standard Oil money went to the 
Roosevelt 1504 campaign fund, the orn­ 
ate investigating committee has estab­ 
lished conclusively. George R. She Id in, 
treasurer of the Republican national 
committee, is the witness who con­ 
firmed Senator Penrose’s charges and 
the subsequent statem ent of John I). 
Archbold of the Standard Oil company. 
Mr. Sheldon testified that tho late 
Cornelius X. Bliss, when he retired 
as treasurer of the national commit­ 
tee in 190s. turned over to him a list 
of men and corporation officers who 
had 
contributed 
to 
the 
Roosevelt 
1904 fund. 
“Was there any contribution by the 
Standard Oil company on that list?' 
asked Senau r Clapp. 
“Yes. sir,” was Mr. Sheldon’s an­ 
swer. 
“ How much 
wag it?” asked the 
chairman again. 
“One hundred thousand dollars, but 
It was down as a contribution by John 
D. Archbold.” 
This is the first corroborative evi­ 
dence that has been retained by the 
senate committee in support of the 
Penrose charges since John D. Arch­ 
bold testified. 
Colonel Roosevelt ba? 
never denied flatly that the contribu­ 
tion was received, but has maintained

Mr. fo r t elyou 
has testified under oath that he knew 
of no Standard Oil contribution. John

that both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr, Cor- 
telyou km w of the contribution; that 
it was appreciated by them and that 
he was representing them when he 
applied for a second gift Of 1150.00ft. 
Mr. Sheldon added another import­ 
an t fact when he testified that Mr 
Bliss's statement of the 1904 campaign 
receipts and expenditures, which was 
audited by Mr. Sheldon, did not indi­

'T h is brought the to ts’ of 
the Roosevelt expenditures in the pre 
convention campaign a? disclosed to 
date up to $420,000. 
Mr. Dixon also testified th at George 
W. Perkins. Frank A. Munsey and 
Dan R. Hanna each contributed $25.- 
•00 to his fund of $93,000. This brings 
the total contributions of Mr. Perkins 
to the Roosevelt pre-convention cam­ 
paign up to $62,000. 
Mr. Munsey** to­ 
tal Is $58,000 and Mr. Hanna $50,000. 
Senator Dixon acknowledged that he 
called on these three men whenever 
his war chest ran low and that he 
tried to distribute the burden equally 
among them.

soldiers devastated the Servian fron­ 
tier tow*n of Rushka, after firing vol­ 
ley after volley into the town. 
Tho 
inhabitants fled. 
The dispatch does 
not state the num ber of casualties. 
With the curt refusal by the Turkish 
cabinet to surrender the shipment of 
Servian war ammunition which was 
seized 
by 
Turkey 
while 
passing 
through, the Impression here is that 
it will take the united efforts of the 
powers to prevent war. Turkey added 
to the list of Injuries which Greece. 
Montenegro, Bulgaria and Servia have 
sustained by detaining fifty-two Greek 
ships which were In her ports. These 
vessels are being held so that in case 
war Is declared the Turkish govern­ 
ment can use them as Turkish trans­ 
ports. 
M. Gryparis, the Greek minister to 
Turkey, handed to the Turkish min­ 
ister of foreign affairs an urgent for­ 
mal protest against the detention of 
these vessels. 
He characterized the 
act as “illegal, arbitrary and unfriend­ 
ly.” The relations between his country 
and Turkey are supposed to be friend­ 
ly, although the unofficial feeling is ab­ 
normal. 
The foreign minister prom­ 
ised a speedy investigation of the m at­ 
ter. 
Meantime fifty more Greek ves­ 
sels are bottled up in the Black sea 
and about IOO more in the sea of Mar­ 
mora. 
The entire Balkan peninsula is l>e- 
ing turned into a war camp, and a 
million or more troops are rapidly as­ 
sembling 
there. 
Bulgaria, 
Servia. 
Greece and Montenegro are united in 
this mobilisation, and the desired ef­ 
fect is a show of war strength so 
strong that Turkey will be awed. The 
four states in the new Balkan alli­ 
ance are working in harmony in this 
matter, and all the troops will be 
spread along the frontier. 
For the 
first time these states are acting to­ 
go th* r against their common enemy. 
The uniformed armies being sent 
to th** front num ber 460,000. Of thes** 
Bulgaria sends 250,000; Servia. 110,- 
00ft; Montenegro, 50.000, and Greece 
50,000. 
These countries all have uni­ 
versal military service, so the mer 
v in be well trained and armed.

At a late hour this 
afternoon tiie Rush county sheriff 
had not arrived. 


The larceny charge was preferred 


by the 
grand jury on 
account of 


the theft of ten turkeys from Mrs. 
Lot llolman. living near Xew Salem, 
early this summer. Mrs. Richey had 
earned a reputation of this s-ort while 
she lived in Milroy and once had to 
stand trial for cLicken'stc-niing, but 
was found not guilty. 


Early last summer Mrs. Holman 


discovered that several of her valu- 
able turkey* had been 
stolen. 
Al- 


though Mrs. Richey lives 
several 


miles from the Holman farm', Mrs. 
Holman was informed of Mrs. Rich- 
ey 's reputation, and disguising her- 
self so -lie could not be recognized, 
made a tlip to the Richey farm to 
>c 
ve what she could learn. 
Mrs. Holman recognized some of 


her turkeys, but 
they 
had 
been 


changed in color by the use of paint, 
and by clipping their wings. Mrs. 
Holman essayed the role of a de- 
tective and led Mrs. Richey on to see 
what she could find out about her 
property. 
She inquired where she 


could get some turkeys, and was in- 
formed by Mrs. Kichey that Mrs. 
Holman who lived several miles north 
she said, raised fine turkeys. 


That was enough for Mrs. Holman 


and she left, determined to return la- 
ter and claim her property. Mrs. 
Holman had heard that Mrs. Richey 
might resort to the use of firearms, 
so she prepared for such an emer- 
gency.

Essense of Charily, Kindness, 


Patience and Truth. 


WE MUST LOOK TO HYGIENE 


This Term Includes, Says Dr. John H. 


Hurty, Head of the American Health 
Association, Every Necessary Forca 
to Prevent Disease, to Increase 
Strength and Endurance and to Pre- 
vent the Production of the Unfit. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 3.—At the conserv- 


ation congress a striking address on 
the "Conservation of the Human Race" 
was made by Dr. John N. Hurty of 
Indianapolis, president of the Ameri- 
can Public Health association. 
He 


said: 


"High authority says we. are only 


50 per cent efficient; that we live oat 
less than one-half the natural duration 
of life; that we consume twice as 
much food as is needed to maintain 
efficient life; that we waste as much 
as we use, and that one-half of all hu- 
man beings born either die before 
reaching maturity or fall into the de- 
fective, 
delinquent 
or 
dependent 
classes. 


"In these facts we find reasons whj 


we waste the major portion of all our 
resources, and call it development. In 
these facts we find reasons for the ex- 
istence of robber taxation and preda- 
tory business. 


"For, a people who waste them- 


selves, will, of course, waste their nat- 
ural resources. 
Therefore, the first, 


the most important, th« fundamental 
conservation, is the conservation cf 
human efficiency. 


"A people who cannot be brought to 


a realization of the fact that they lead 
only half lives and, who realizing, will 
not mend, will show the nations to 
come what fools the present mortals 
were." 


Most people do not know how, or 


will not, conserve their vitality, Dr. 
Hurty said, and this results In the 
shortening of life. Our vital statistic! 
show, he said, that fully 100,000 people 
In Indiana are sick at all times, and 
25,000 of them are consumptive. He 
said that not less than half of this la 
preventable, and three-fourths may b« 
prevented by strong effort. 


Patent Medicines Denounced. 


Dr. Hurty denounced the indiscrim- 


inate use of patent medicines, and 
said: "At present we are in the pat- 
ent medicine stage of ignorance from 
which we must emerge before real 
conservation of human life and energy 
can be realized." 


School hygiene is an important force 


in conserving human vitality, Dr. Hur- 
ty said, and he referred to the advanc- 
ed step Indiana had taken in passing 
a law ordaining that schoolhouses 
shall be built in a sanitary manner. 
There is a world-wide movement to 
save children and make them strong, 
he said, and quoted a remark by a 
Japanese physician visiting Indiana, 
who said: "We have relatively fewer 
short graves in our cemeteries." 


"i.lay God hasten the business men 


to permit hygiene to banish those twin 
leprosies which are important factors 
In the causation of insanity, crime ana 
pauperism and which so 
fearfully 


wreck the lives of so many innocent 
women and children as well as wreck 
the lives of the guilty," he exclaimed. 


The Science of Living. 


We must learn the science of living. 


Dr. Hurty said, and "the science of 
living begins at the mouth." 
' All drugs, poisons and improper 
foods should be kept away from the 
mouth. Dr. Hurty advised. He said 
that over-fatigue is another element 
which causes great loss of human vi- 
tality and weakens the body BO that it 
is attacked by diseases. 


The question of heredity should be 


more thoroughly studied, he said, and 
the production of the hereditary in- 
sane and idiotic should be. prevented. 


"Indiana now hat five great insan* 


asylums, each representing about on* 
million dollars, and there »r» enough 
insane in the jails, poorhouses and in 
homes to fill another one," he said. 


The population of Indiana increased 


18 per cent in the last decade and in- 
sanity increased 29 per cent, the 
speaker declared. In closing Dr. Hur- 
ty said: 


"\Vc jr.uFt. look to hygiene, the sci- 


ence cf )•<• alth, to conserve human vi- 
tality. The term includes every nec- 
essary for::e to.prevent disease, to in- 
crease strenn;t".i and endurance, and to 
prevent the production of the unfit. 


"The pordrriiis and impressively 


costly courts have been grinding for 
centuries cci crime increases. Pan- 
ishment ard fear of punishment re- 
strains evil doing, but does not eradi- 
cate the terdency to evil. This and 
other defects we must, as far as possi- 
ble, breed out of the race, and science 
can find & valid sr.swer for every ob- 
jection which obstructionists can raise. 


"Hygiene not only makes for great- 


er physical strength and endurance, 
but It makes 
for greater moral 


strength. It Is the essence of charity, 
kindliness, patience and truth. 


"When, through hygiene, defectives, 


delinquents and dependents are no 
longer propagated, when simplicity 
and frugality of living are achieved, 
voluntary celibacy and voluntary child- 
lessness will become discreditable, and

will disappear before tanferanc* and

EVIDENCE HERE 


Mold's Testimony Confirmed 


By Sheldon. 


STANDARD OIL CONTRIBUTION 


Treasurer of Republican Committee 


Who Took Over the Books From Mr. 
Bliss, Tells the Senate Investigation 
Committee the Source of Some of 
the Largest Contributions to the G. 
0. P. War Chest in the Year 1904. 


Washington, Oct. 3.—That $100,000 


of Standard Oil money went to tie 
Roosevelt 1D04 campaign fund, the sen: 
ate investigating committee lias estab- 
lished conclusively. George R. Sheldon, 
treasurer of the Republican national 
committee, is the witness who con- 
firmed Senator Penrose's charges and 
the subsequent statement of John D. 
Archbold of the Standard Oil company. 


Mr. Sheldon testified that the late 


Cornelius X. Bliss, when he retired 
as treasurer of the national commit- 
tee in 1908, turned over to him a list 
of men and corporation officers who 
had contributed to the 
Roosevelt 


1904 
fund. 


"Was there any contribution by the 


Standard Oil company on that list?" 
asked Senator Clapp. 


"Yes, sir," was Mr. Sheldon's an- 


swer. 


"How much was it?" asked the 


Chairman again. 


"One hundred thousand dollars, but 


It was down as a contribution by John 
D. Archbold." 


This is the first corroborative evi- 


dence that has been obtained by the 
senate committee in support of the 
Penrcse charges since John D. Arch- 
bold testified. 
Colonel Roosevelt has 


never denied flatly that the contribu- 
tion was received, but has maintained 
that he knew nothing of It and that 
he issued the strictest instructions to 
George B. Corteb'ou. his national 
chairman, that no Standard Oil money 
was to be accepted. 
Mr. Cortelyou 


has testified under oath that he knew 
of no Standard Oil contribution. John 
D. Archbold, on the other hand, has 
asserted that Air. Bliss informed him 
that both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Cor- 
telyou knew of the contribution; that 
it was appreciated by them and that 
he was representing them when ho 
applied for a second gift of S150.000. 


Mr. "Sheldon added another import- 


ant fact when he testified that Mr. 
Bliss's statement of the 1904 campaign 
receipts and expenditures, which was 
audited by .Mr. Sheldon, did not indi- 
cate in any way that the $100,000 of 
Standard 
Oil money ever was re- 


turned. 


Mr. Sheldon testified that there were 


three other contributions of $100.00:1 
each by powerful financial interests to 
the Roosevelt 1904 fund, namely: The 
Standard Oil company^ $100,000; J. P. 
Morgan & Co.. $100,000; H. C. Frick. 
?10n,00<>: George J. Gould, $100.000. 


Mr. Sheldon was able to recall these 


contributions because cf their siz?. 
The witness made the statement fiat 
of the $l,fi'10.000 rained by Mr. P,li« 
in that Roosevelt campaign. TSU per 
cent w;'s L-iven by corporations. 


Democrats eagerly seized upon this 


statement r.s a complete confirmation 
cf the cbar.crrs made by Jm'ge Parker 
in that c-ampa'Kn. thar Mr. RonsnvltV 
light was be-in!; Financed almost cntirf- 
ly by the Uv.st?,. 


Joseph M. Dixon, Mr. Roo:--ovo-l;'.- 


campaign manager, was another wit- 
ness examined by the committee. He 
proved to be most obstreperous, and 
the committee spent several hrtur.-; 
wrangling with him in a most undigni- 
fied manner. The committee WDS high- 
ly incensed at the charges made by 
DIxon that the committee Is bsinr' 
manipulated so as to investigate Col- 
onel Roosevelt's campaign and no 
other. It seemed at times as if Sen- 
ator Dixon and Senator Pomerer.o 
•would come to blows. 
Senator Pom- 


erene at one time suggested that the 
committee ought to send Dixon to jaii 
for contempt, and insisted that the 
Roosevelt manager's conduct was un- 
becoming either as a senator or a gen- 
tleman. 


The Roosevelt chairman, after mak- 


ing wholesale charges against the 
Taft and Wilson campaign managers 
and others, declined absolutely to dis- 
close sources of his information. He 
refused to answer questions, and the 
unseemly wrangle was terminated ab- 
ruptly by Chairman Clapp dismissing 
the wjtness from the stand. Only two 
facts of importance were brought out 
In the course of Dixon's testimony. 
One was that he personally had raised 
$95,000 in the Roosevelt pre-conven- 
tion campaign. This was in addition 
to the $14,000 collected by the cam- 
paign treasurer, the $52,000 raised in 
New York county, and the $130,000 
expended'by William Flinn in Penn- 
sylvania. 'This brought the total of 
the Roosevelt expenditures in the pre- 
convention campaign as disclosed to 
date up to $420.000. 


Mr. Dixon also testified that George 


W. Perkins, Frank A. Munsey and 
Dan R. Hanna each contributed $25,- 
•00 to his fund of $95,000. This brings 
the total contributions of Mr. Perkins 
to the Roosevelt pre-conventiori cam- 
paign up to $62,000.

Cheyenne, \Vyo., Oct. 3.—In the 


Rawlins state prison, where he had 
been transferred for safekeeping from 
the county jail, Frank Wigfell, a ne- 
gro, who assaulted Mrs. Julia Higgins, 
seventy-one years old, at Rawlins on 
Monday night, was lynched by con- 
victs. 


The 300 convicts learned of Wig- 


fell's presence while they were being 
marched to the broom factory. The 
prisoners suddenly leaped upon tin 
guards and the turnkey, overpowered 
them and secured the keys. Getting a 
rope, they rushed to the negro's eel!. 
They looped one end of the rope about 
Wigfell's neck and fastened the other 
end to.a railing fifty feet above th« 
main floor of the rotunda. 


The convicts then seized Wigfell 


and hurled him over the railing into 
the rotunda. His neck was broken 
instantly. 
The convicts made no ef- 


fort to escape from the prison. In 
stead, without a word, they reformed 
their lines and waited, ready to march 
to the broom factory. At this tin*.ft 
additional guards went to the cell flo-ir 
and ordered the convicts to their cells 
instead of sending them to the factory. 


Fresh Revolts in Mexico.

Turkey added', 
to the list of Injuries which Greece, 
Montenegro, Bulgaria and Servia have 
sustained by detaining fifty-two Greek 
ships which were In her ports. These 
vessels are being held so that In case 
war is declared the Turkish govern- 
ment can use them as Turkish trans- 
ports. 


M. Gryparis, the Greek minister to 


Turkey, handed to the Turkish min- 
ister of foreign affairs an urgent for- 
mal protest against the detention of 
these vessels. He characterized the 
act as "illegal, arbitrary and unfriend- 
ly." The relations between his country 
and Turkey are supposed to be friend- 
ly, although the unofficial feeling is ab- 
normal. 
The foreign minister prom- 


ised a speedy investigation of the mat- 
ter. 
Meantime fifty more Greek ves- 


sels are bottled up in the Black sea 
and about 100 more in the sea of Mar- 
mora. 


The entire Balkan peninsula is be- 


ing turned into a war camp, and a 
million or more troops are rapidly as-

The 
four states in the new Balkan alli- 
ance are working in harmony in this 
matter, and all the troops will be 
spread along the frontier.
